In the 
year 1787 he planned and executed oe 
priject of opening’ 4 trade between the 
western country and New-Orleans. i te 
ded by some merchants in that City. Fe 
impressed the government with a 
idea of his influence in Kentucky, and w- 
sed means (which in his own language it 
would not be necessary, nor obligatory, Nor 
honorable to detail) in order to procure 
himself the exclusive trade between Ken- 
tucky and New-Orleans. On this mo- 
nopoly the general does not scruple to 
found the assertion “ that at his owl risk 
and expence he had procured for bis fel- 
low-citizens in the west the invaluable 
privileges of a free trade with New-Or- 
leans” I prove these facts by @ publica 
tion called a Pratw Taney, and signed A 
Kentuckian, which is found in note No. 
1. This pamphiet is acknowledged to be 
the general's by a letter in which he enclo- 
- ged it to me (Note No. 2.*) Butit want- 
ed no acknowledgment, the general's 
style is inimitable and sets forgery at de- 
fiance. My account of his first expedi- 
tion, which is annexed to his justification, 
is referred to by him as a true statement, 
and that account express'y states the priv- 
ilege he obtained to be an exclusive one. 
This transaction ‘was, in 1787. For 
} some time previous to this period general 
Wilkinson had been trading in partnership 
with Isaac B. Dunn, in Kentucky. [He 
} continued unconnected as is* believed With’ 
} any other person until the 8th of Aawust, 
| 1%88, when a partnership was formed be 
} tween Wilkinson and Dunn of the one 
part, and Daniel Clark the elder of the 
other part. These articles will be found 
| at length, (No. 3:) and they establish a 
} community of interest between the par- 
ties in a trade to be carried on between 
Kentucky and New-Orleans. Mr. Clark 
} was my near relation and residing at New- 
Orleans, and of course had tie disposal of 
} all the produce that was sent down by his 
P partners in’ Kentucky. I was then his 
t clerk, and had an intimate knowledge cf 
| the affairs of the concern—the books are 
r now in my possession, and important ex- 
tracts from them will be hereafter refer- 
red tos 
This partnership was dissolved by mu- 
tual consent on the 18th of September, 
1800, as appears by Gen. Wilkinson’s 
declaration ofthat date (Note 4.y° The 
connection between Wilkinson and Dunn 
| was also dissolved about the same time by 
the death of the latter, Wilkinson then 
Y connected himself with Mr. Peyton Short, 
and theis enterprises having proved” un- 
: fortunate, Wilkinson in 1791 resumed his 
military career. Wnable to brook a supe- 
rior, ot more probably afraid thatthe ‘na- 
ture of his Spanish connexions would be 
' discovered by his vigilance—the. whole 
-period of general Wayne’s command was 
marked by conduct on the part of Wilkin- 
‘son which was in the languaye of gem 
Knox considered as “ tarnishing the mili- 
tary reputation ef our country.” (Vide 
extracts annexed to the Plain Tale.)° In 
1797 he attained the object of his intrigues 
avd wee placed ot the hcad of the army. 
Here he has continued ever since, and in 
1803 had the office of commissioner for, 
receiving the transfer of the province ad- 
ded to his furmer trust. In this character 
he visited New-Orleans and resided some 
months among his old acquaintances and 
friends.

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-was necessary, however to give this short 
sketch of his commercial and military 
life during the last twenty years, in order.

‘The precise period at which general 
Wilkinson was enrolled among the pea- 
sioners of Spain J cannot designate Ly any 
positive testimony—a strong presumption, 
however, may be drawn from the coafes- 
sion contained in the pamphlet before quo- 
ted. He tells us that the monopoly of 
the trale was acquired by means which it 
would not be Aonoradle to detail. The 
general seems to think, however, that dis-

The general stands much in need 
of this kind of indulgence, and wishes to 
set an example of ciscretiun to the Span- 
ish officers—a want of it on. their part he 
knows would ruin him forever. But let 
any one consider the circumstances of the 
transaction, and then ask Limscelf what 
kind of bribe was offered—what equivalent 
was paid for his treaty of commerce and 
navigation ? 

The Spanish government at that time 
refused to acknowledge the slightest pre- 
text of right in the U. S. to the naviyation 
of the Mississippi. Our government con- 
sidered their own pretensions, or. their 
means of enforcing them, so weak that it 
was proposed ia their counsels to abandon 
the exercise of the right for 25 years, in 
order to have it acknowledged after that 
period.

Galileo! But the flights of genius will « 
sometimes carry a writer beyond bounds. 
A favorite and main object in our au- 
thor’s lucubrations seems to be to shew 
a perfect harmony and agreement be- 
tween the devil and the British ministry: 4 
Doctor Faustus himself, in the view of 
our author, could not have had a bettet ’ 
understanding with him. In this pas- 
sage however, the remarker sets them 
directly in opposition ; and what satan ad-: 
mires and delights in, the British cab- 
inet looks at with horror and loathing. 
It is, for once, very pleasant to find, that 
whatever azency Mr. Canning may have 
hat inthe destruction of the factory at 
Vassaick, the devil himself could have had * 
no hiandin it. And it appears, that if we
